The  agency  has  activated  its  Emergency  Operations 
System  to  ensure  coordination  among  its  regions,  laboratories 
and  national  program  offices  in  Washington  DC.  EPA  is  closely 
coordinating  with  the  officials  in  Colorado,  New  Mexico,  Utah, 
Southern  Ute  Tribe  and  Navajo  Nation.  EPA  is  taking  the  lead 
on  efforts  to  contain  the  leak  and  flow  from  the  mine  is  now 
controlled.  EPA  has  also  deployed  federal  On-Scene 
Coordinators  and  other  technicians  in  Colorado,  New  Mexico 
and  Navajo  Nation  to  assist  with  preparations  and  first  response 
activities  in  these  jurisdictions.  EPA  is  sharing  information  as 
quickly  as  possible  with  the  community  as  experts  work 
to  analyze  any  effects  the  spill  may  have  on  drinking  water  and 
public  health.
